Iran Air Boeing crashes, kills 128 


TEHRAN, Jan. 21 (R)--An Iran Air Boeing 727 with 128 people 
on board crashed tonight in the Elborz mountains northeast of 
Tehran, airport sources said tonight. The control tower at 
Tehran’s Mehrabad Airport said the flight from the eastern bor- 
der town of Mashad lost contact with air traffic control 50 minutes 
after takeoff. Airline sources said the flight might have been 
carrying pilgrims from the Mashad shrines where Shf ite Muslims 
have been marking the martyrdom of Imam Hassan and the death 
of the Prophet Mohammad. Mehrabad control said the plane was 
caught in thick fog over the mountain range, which dominate the 
skyline north of Tehran. The special representative of Ayatollah 
Khomeini in the mountain area told Reuters by telephone that 
ambulances had been dispatched to the mountains to recover 
bodies from the crash. Seyyed Hassan Motahari said it was 
believed most of the people aboard had been killed.

Carter to ask Congress to endorse 
boycott of Moscow Olympic games 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 21 (R) — host to the event for the first rime. 


President Carter, determined to 
push the Soviet Union for inter- 
vening in Afghanistan, will ask 
Congress for special powers if 
necessary to enforce a U.S. boy- 
cott of the Olympic Games in 
Moscow, officials said today. 

The president yesterday urged 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee (IOC) lo transfer the 
games to another country or to 
postpone or cancel them unless all 
Soviet troops were withdrawn 
from Afghanistan within a month. 

He said if the organisation 
refused to act. the U.S. committee 
should boycott the games. NATO 
allies and other countries were 
asked to follow suit. 

But IOC President Lord Kil- 
lanin said a change would be 
illegal and impossible. 

Mr. Carter told the U.S. Oly- 
mpic Committee: “The Soviet 
Union... cannot trample upon an 
independent nation and do bus- 
iness as usual with the rest of the 
world." Moving the Olympic 
Games from Moscow next 
summer would have global impact 
and could deter future aggression, 
he said. 

The White House has plans to 
suspend passports of American 
athletes and to order currency 
controls if the U.S. Olympic 
Committee fails to heed the pres- 
ident’s call. These measures could 
lead to court challenges on the 
grounds that they violate the 
athletes' constitutional rights. 

Officials said the president was 
prepared to ask Congress for more 
authority if necessary to prevent 
the American team, still to be 
picked, from participating in the- 
games. But they said there seemed 
to be broad support for the pres- 
ident's views and in any case they 
could not imagine the U.S. com- 
mittee defying him.

Iran sets rules for 
presidential elections 

TEHRAN. Jan. . 21 (R) — The interior ministry today announced 
rules for Iran's first presidential election on Friday and promised to 
make every effort to see that the poll was "conducted fairly. • 
Revolutionary I cadet Ayatullah Ruiioiluli Khomeini, in a statement 
published in the Tehran press today, called on the ministry to select 
"trustworthy people from all walks of life” to supervise the ballot 
boxes and prevent rumours. 

An interior ministry spokesman said that from an original field of 
over 100 candidates. 66 were now left after others were disqualified 
or dropped out. Of these, eight have been endorsed as front-runners 
by being given television time to air their views. If no candidate 
obtains over 50 percent of the vote on Friday, there will be a run-off 
between the two leading contenders on Feb. 8. Campaigning would 
be banned on the day before the poll as well as on election day itself. 

It could resume before the run-off vote, if any. 

Voters must write in the name of their choice on a blank ballot 
paper, and illiterates should lake a reliable friend or relative to write 
rbe name, although they must cast the ballot rhemselves. 

One unconventional rule is that votes for candidates who have 
withdrawn will be counted and the figures published.

The offer includes top-of-the-line F- 16 fig iter 
planes and M-60 tanks, whose inclusion has raised 
Israeli objections, the sources, who declined to be 
named, said. 

The offer, presented to Egyptian Vice President 
Husni Mubarak last week, would provide Egypt 
more than, $1 billion in military credits over two 
years, starting in the fiscal year that begins Oct. 1, 
the sources said. 

Tentatively, the administration has offered to 
add $800 million per year in credits for three 
years, starting in 1982.' 

Combined with the $1.5 billion in credits made 
available to Egypt after it signed last year" s peace 
treaty with Israel. Egypt would have received well 
over 55 billion in credits. 

The sales if approved by Congress, would place 
Egypt second on the list of American military aid 
recipients, behind Israel. 

Jiie sources confirmed that Israel has lodged 


objections to some parts of the military aid prog- 
ramme. particularly the F-16. 

Israeli sources said Israel’s ambassador in 
Washington plans to raise Israel’s objections with 
Assistant Secretary of State Harold Saunders at a 
meeting on-Tuesday. 

Egypt's armed forces still rely heavily on aging 
Soviet weapons. But the Egyptians broke off most 
military relations with the Soviets in 1971 and 
have problems getting spare parts, the officials % 

said. 

The United States began selling weapons to 
Egypt in 1978 and the military relationship has 
grown rapidly. U.S. Air Force planes recently 
conducted training exercises in Egypt, and Egypt 
has offered its bases for staging American oper- 
ations in the Middle East. 

Jn-Tel Aviv meanwhile, a military spokesman 
said today the first batch of American F-16 fighter 
planes had been turned over to the Israeli air 
force. 

Israel is slated to receive 35 of the single-seat 
attack aircraft by the end of 1980. Seven F-16s 
were turned over on Jan. 1 to Israeli pilots training 
in Utah, who will fly them to Israel next June. 
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Keep politics 
out of sports 

PRESIDENT CARTER has decided to ask Congress for 
extraordinary powers to stop the U.S. Olympic team from 
taking part in the 1980 games in Moscow. The Soviet 
■Union and its East European allies are particularly upset at 
this move, commentators say, because the Kremlin was 
hoping the Moscow Olympics would allow it the oppor- 
tunity to exhibit a side of the Soviet Union that is radically 
different from its dominant image in the West. A boycott of 
the games would also be a significant blow to the prestige of 
the USSR, not to mention the financial losses it would 
incur. 

Many arguments can be put forward as to why politics 
should be kept out of sports. A most persuasive case can be 
made for the Olympic Games in particular; for they are an 
example of athletes from all over the world, striving for 
supreme excellence in peaceful, clean and fair competition, 
regardless of colour, creed or racial origin, as though to tell 
the world; stop your bickering. 

At the same time it is difficult to say that this ideal must 
not bend to any political consideration. It is such a well- 
publicised event that many groups have used it in the past 
to call attention to their cause. In 1968 in Mexico 200 
people died, many of them students, to tell the world of the 
injustice in their society, of the hunger and misery of ten 
million people. They used the limelight of the Olympics to 
stage their protest. 

It is one thing, however, for groups who have no other 
way to make^hemselves heard to resort to such tactics — no 
matter how uneasy this may make us feel — it is quite 
another for powerftil nations to use it as one of the tools at 
their disposal to put their message across at minimal cost to 
themselves, if one may be allowed to indulge a passing but 
justified sense of cynicism. Nor is it quite cricket, for that 
matter, for the host country to use the occasion to make 
political propaganda for itself, or for nations to train their 
athletes to seek victory at any cost. 

We may be witnessing the beginning of the end of the 
modern cycle of Olympic Games. The games, which died 
once already, were revived in 1896, after centuries of neg- 
lect. They had thrived in Greece between roughly 776 B.C. 
and 393 A.D. Few enterprises started by man had endured 
so long. They were held at four-year intervals, as is the 
practice today, and a sacred truce was declared among the 
feuding Greek city states, and rigidly enforced, to allow 
participants to travel to the games. 

The modern cycle has only been interrupted by the two 
world wars, and there is no question of the 1980 Olympics 
being cancelled. The International Olympic Committee 
has a binding contract with the organising committee of the 
Moscow Olympics, and many national teams are not bound 
by their government’s decisions, hence President Carter' s 
recourse to Congress. 

But the games have become such an extravaganza for 
the media, and the commercial advantages are becoming so 
considerable, even if kept on the sidelines, that even some 
of the competitors have not remained aloof. In 1968, two 
victorious American athletes used the occasion of receiving 
their awards to convey a double message: one fist was lifted 
in the Black Power salute, the other to advertise a brand of 
sporting footwear. The spirit of the Olympics is not what it 
used to be, 

Yet despite such exceptions, in the event of a boycott, 
one must feel sorry first and foremost for the athletes 
themselves, who live for this competition which comes once 
every four years. For those who miss it, it may be too late 
the next time round, and, after all, aren’t the athletes the 
heart of the games? 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA'b The meetings of the seminar on Islamic thought in Jordanian 
society, in which His Highness Crown Prince Hassan was keen to take a 
leading part, concluded in Amman on Sunday. The seminar reflects Jor- 
dan’s willingness to crystallise a contemporary path to benefit from the 
energy inherent in Islam and to place it on the right course — that is, to 
serve the national goals and pan-Arab aspirations. 

Prince Hassan described the seminar as being a manifestation of the 
Jordanian society's allegiance to its heritage — because Islam is considered 
one of the cornerstones of this society. 

Allegiance to Islam was for a longtime unable to con tribute to or truly 
to participate in the growth of national and pan-Arab strength. This 
allegiance was even at a certain stage considered a sign of backwardness 
and inability to keep pace with the “spirit of the times”. 

No doubt this incomplete understanding of the Islamic heritage 
reflects the complex of “cultural shortfall" which was discussed by the 
seminar’s participants. This complex was cou nter acted by an emphasis on 
the Islamic religion's sources of power and the necessity of giving It 
prominence and presenting it as an ideology capable of providing stan- 
dards for any society. 

The seminar’s concern with developing the methods of Islamic pleach- 
ing and discussing the current international interest in Islam is a dear 
indicator that the seminar has taken the first step in the right direction. 
AL DUSFOUR: Israel has exploited what has happened in Afghanistan to 
insist on its present vision of local autonomy, which Is based on refusing to 
give the Palestinians the right to self-determination and sovereignty, with 
the pretext that the establishment of a Palestinian state will be a call for 
• Soviet intervention in the region. 

The accusations of “violating the spirit of CampDavid” exchanged by 
the Egyptian and Israeli parties emphasise once again the credibility of the 
position adopted by the Baghdad summit countries. 

The Camp David accords have only one aim; that is, to get Egypt out of 
the Arab line of confrontation with Israel splitting the Arab ranks and 
giv ing Israel a free hand in the occupied territories. 

If President Sadat has consented to follow this dangerous path, the 
sincere Arab countries are called upon, more than at any previous time, to 
preserve their unified stand in order to correct the process and achieve the 
desired just peace — now that everybody has seen die inability of Camp 
David to achieve this peace. 


Nabulsi appeals to ALO 
to stop JDEC seizure 


AMMAN, Jan. 21 (JNA)-The 
Minister of Labour, Mr. Omar 
Nabulsi, has appealed to the direc- 
tor general of the Arab Labour 
Oiganisation (ALO) to bring the 
subject of the seizure of the 
Jerusalem District Electricity 
Company by the Israeli occu- 
pation authorities before Arab 
and international bodies in order 
to support the stand of the com- 
pany's employees and the people 
of Arab Jerusalem and the Gaza 
Strip against Israel's arbitrary 
measures. 

In a memo also sent to the direc- 
tor general of the International 
Labour Organisation (ILO) Mr. 
Nabulsi said the Israeli gov- 
ernment's premeditated decision 
to take possession of the company 
was intended to dominate the 
utilities of Jerusalem in order to 
remove its Arab and Islamic fea- 
tures. 

The minister added that the 
derision is merely a political 
measure and just one of several 
arbitrary measures aimed at tight- 
ening the grip of the occupation 
authorities on Arab Jerusalem 
.and consequently separating u 
from the West Bank to impose a 
fait accompli with Jerusalem 
becoming the caprral of Israel. 

This measure. Mr. Nabulsi said, 
comes when the military occu- 
pation authorities continue to take 
away land from the Arabs in the 
occupied territories and use it for 
the establishment of Jewish set-

Philips signs contract to d 
Jerash sound and light she

.AMMAN. Jan. 21 -- Jordan's 
Ministry of Tourism and Anti- 
quities signed a contract with the 
Dutch company. N.V. Philips, yes- 
terday to set up a Sound and Light 
Spectacular in Jerash at a cost of 
about JD 200,000. 

The spectacular will consist of a 
radio play about the history of 
Jerash with lighting to dramatise 
the areas that are being referred 
to. 

The technical equipment and 
supervision of its installation will 
cost about JD 130,000 while the 
artistic services will be about JD 
70,000, according to Mr. Yousef 
A la mi. director of the Petra and 
Jerash Project. These services will 
include the writing of the script by 
a Jordanian writer and the record- 
ing of the sound tracks by about 1 7 
radio actors and musicians. 

The script will be recorded in 
Arabic, English. French and 
German, and plans call for the 
45-minute spectacular to be 
shown twice a week in each lan- 
guage, Mr. Alami said. 

The programme, which is to be 
completed by March or April of 
1981. will take place in three dif- 
ferent settings. Each show will 
begin in front of the Jerash Rest- 
house, with the second part seen 
and heard from the forum area 
and the final scenetaking place at* 
the Roman Amphitheatre. 

Fifty per cent of the cost of the 
spectacular is being provided by a 
World Bank grant and the Jor- 
danian government is supplying 
the remainder.

ture of Islam. 

The minister of Awqaf. Mr. 
Kamel A I Sharif, said in an inter- 
view with the Jordan Times today 
that this was the first attempt in a 
seminar organised by the Awqaf 
ministry to bring together men of 
thought from a number of dis- 
ciplines as well as Islamic experts. 

Participating in the seminar 
along with Islamic scholars were 
several cabinet ministers (the 
ministers of agriculture, edu- 
cation. culture and youth, and 
information), university pro- 
fessors — including the presidents 
of both the University of Jordan 
and Yarmouk University — and 
leading members of the press. 

Although the participants rep- 
resented varying shades of opin- 
ion on the best means to the 
desired objective, they found that 
on all basic points they were 
agreed, as they were on the final 
goal, the minister said. 

The Crown Prince said in his 
concluding remarks before The 
seminar that this "responsible 
dialogue between thinkers is a 
healthy indication of our ardent 
quest to build a better future for 
our society’. 

The resurgence of Islamic fer- 
vour. as witnessed throughout the 
Islamic world, was the subject of 
much debate. In panicularthe vio- 
lent manifestations of this expre-

was another question tackled by 
the seminar. 

An attempt was made to under- 
stand to what extent the sweeping 
wave of Islamic fervour was a 
reaction against Western civil- 
isation — in order that "we (in 
Jordan) can reduce these dif- 
ferences (be tween Islam and other 
ideologies) to a minimum. What. 
for instance, is the attitude of 
Islam towards communism? What 
can be accepted of Western and 
other ideologies? What must we 
reject in order to maintain Islamic 
principles?” 

The violent upheavals have

The people's feel- 
ings must always he taken into 
account, the minister continued. 

"To avoid such a confrontation 
there should always he a dialogue 
between those governing and the 
people. One must always reach a 
compromise” the minister said.

India denies pro-Soviet 
stand on Afghan crisis 


NEW DELHI, Jan. 21 (R) -- 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi yes- 
terday denied that .India had 
adopted a pro-Soviet stand on the 
Afghan crisis. 

She told opposition leaders 
"We are neither pro-Russia nor 
pro-America. We are pro-India,” 
the Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency said. 

After her return to power a 
week ago. Mrs. Gandhi said India 
did not support the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan. But. 
repeating Moscow's assertion, she 
told reporters that Soviet troops 
were sent to Afghanistan at the 
request of the Kabul government. 

Non-communist opposition 
parties, which want parliament to 
discuss the Afghan crisis, have 
called for the withdrawal of Soviet 
troops from Afghanistan. 

India abstained when the U.N. 
General Assembly voted over- 
whelmingly earlier this month for 
the withdrawal of "foreign 
troops" from Afghanistan. 

Mrs. Gandhi told her own Con- 
gress (I) Party legislators at a 
meeting later that India's efforts 
on the Afghan situation should be 
to see that the cold war between 
the superpowers does not become 
a hot war. 

“Our efforts should be not to 
make statements, but to see the 
situation is cooled down and ten- 
sion reduced,” she said. 

Mrs. Gandiy voiced India’s 
concern at the renewal of U.S. 
arms supplies to Pakistan. 

“The supply of U.S. arms to 
Pakistan is a matter of concern to 
us. It is not the quantum of arms 
that is the main issue. The main 
issue is the U.S. attitude,” she 
said. 

Meanwhile. India’s Central 
Bureau of Investigation (CBI) 
dropped a corruption charge 


against Mrs. Gandhi’s son Sanjay 
today, saying there was not 
enough eveidence. 

The charge related to the illegal 
detention of 12 Textile and cus- 
toms inspectors who bad inves- 
tigated an export house called' 
“Indira International” during the 
2 1 months that Mrs. Gandhi ruled 
by emergency decree. 

The CBI sought and received 
permission today from Delhi High 
Court Judge D.C. Agarwal to 
close the case against Sanjay Gan- 
dhi and three others. 

Mr. Gandhi still faces about a 
dozen other cases for alleged 
offences committed under his 
mother's 1 975-77 emergency rule 
and has an appeal pending against 
a two-year prison sentence last 
year after being convicted of crim- 
inal conspiracy'. 

Mr. Gandhi, 33, was elected to 
parliament in the recent national 
elections which returned bis 
morher to office.

Silver holdings alone 
make Texas tycoon 
multi-billionaire 


By Ralph Dannheisser 

WASHINGTON— For Mr. Nel- 
son Bunker Hunt, life is proving to 
have a real silver lining. 

He is the Texas tycoon who. 
according to estimates by some 
market sources, now controls or 
owns about 100 million ounces of 
silver worth more than S4 billion. 

The recent spiral in silver prices, 
simitar to the gold price boom, 
means that in a single day the 
value of Mr. Hunt's holdings, if 
the estimates are correct, could 
have zoomed by more than $300 
million. 

His silver activities have caught 
the attention of the United States 
Commodities Futures T rad mg 
Commission, the federal agency 
which acts as a watchdog on deal- 
ings involving the buying and sel- 
ling of contracts for the future 
delivery of commodities. 

The commission has brought 
about a change in the rules of two 
U.S. commodities exchanges, 
which have set limits to the 
number of silver contracts (prom- 
ises to buy) any one individual 
may own. 

Mr. Hunt, 53, has always been 
accustomed to wealth. He is one of 
ten children of the late oil tycoon 
H.L. Hunt, who amassed a fortune 
of more than 51 billion. 

From his father he inherited a 
right-wing political philosophy, 
money and a sharp business acu- 
men.

added his condition would remain 
critical for three days, and would 
remain uncertain for about three 
weeks.

President Tfto broke with the 
Soviet bloc in 1 948 and went on to 
pursue a fiercely independent 
foreign policy and to establish a 
brand of socialist workers' self- 
management.

Explosion in Basque country raises 
this year’s political death toll to ten 


BILBAO. Spain. Jan. 21 
(R)— Four people died and nine 
were injured yesterday when a 
powerful bomb exploded in a Bil- 
bao bar. raising this year s political 
death toll in the Basque country to 
ten. 

Police said nobody had claimed 
responsibility for The blast which 
wrecked the Aldama Bar in the 
Baracaldo suburb of this northern 
port. Three of the injured were in 
serious condition. 

The blast was caused by an 
estimated five-kilo bomb placed 
at the door of the bar. The remains 
of one victim, who had been stand- 
ing near the bomb, were found 
scattered more than 200 metres 
away. 

The dead were a married cou- 
ple, an elderly man and a father of 
six. 

The owner, whose leg was 
broken in the blast, was believed 
to be a Basque nationalist sup- 
porter but police were still unsure 


of the motive for the attack as the 
bar was also used by traffice 
police. 

Yesterday's bombing, occurring 
only hours after a Bilbao salesman 
was shot dead also apparently for 
political motives, was the most 
serious since bombs planted by- 
Basque separatist guerrillas killed 
seven people in Madrid. 

Four of this y ear's killings have 
been claimed by the military wing 
of the Basque guerrilla group 
ETA. 


Mugabe may order forces out 
of Rhodesia assembly camps 


JOHANNESBURG. Jan. 21 
(R)-- Guerrilla leader Robert 
Mugabe said in an interview pub- 
lished today he was considering 
ordering his forces out of their 
ceasefire assembly camps in 
Rhodesia because he fears for 
their safety.

Company. They admitted order- 
ing the wiretaps, but insisted they 
were unaware that it was illegal.

A federal judge agreed with the 
CFTC that the Hunts had far 
exceeded the legal limit on soy- 
bean contracts they could hold, 
and an appeals court issued a rul- 
ing barring future violations. 

Bunker Hunt first entered the 
silver market in 1973. after Libya 
nationalised his holdings in the 
Sarir oil field, one of the largest in 
Africa. 

"Silver looked safer than over- 
seas oil concession the way things 
were going.” Mr. Haunt said 
recently. 

By 1974, he and Herbert had 
bought more than $100 million 
worth of silver, at a rime when the 
price of the metal ranged between 
$3 and $6 an ounce, according to 
reports. 

The recent price surge in silver 
has been phenomenal. In the 
space of one day this month. 
Bunker and Herbert Hunt made 
more money on every ounce of 
silver they now control than the 
price they paid for it in 1973. 

As silver prices have risen, con- 
cern has mounted at both CFTC 
and the two major exchanges— the 
New York Commodity Exchange 
and the Chicago Board of 
Trade— over the massive holdings 
of the Humsandof unnamed fore- 
ign interests. 

The Chicago Board of Trade 
acted first, setting limits late last 
year to the number of silver con- 
tracts an individual jnay hold. The 
New York Commodity Exchange 
set similar limits earlier rhis 
month. 

But BunkcrHunt's reaction was 
to say that instead of realising his 
paper profits he might convert his 
contracts into actual silver bullion. 

Mr. Hunt said the last thing he 
intended to do was to sell his hold- 
ings. “If you sell, you get into a tax 
problem," he added.

JOHANNESBURG, Jan. 21 
(R)--Money is pouring into South 
Africa because of its gold pro- 
duction and hopes are rising that a 
boom is on the way, with lower 
taxes, better welfare and more 
cash for improving the lot of the 
black majority. 

Gold earnings, soaring because 
of the dramatic rise in world gold 
prices, could place South Africa 
on a par with one of the smaller 
OPEC nations, except that it 
would be gold-rich instead of oil- 
rich. 

The Johannesburg Stock 
Exchange is booming, motor 
dealers forecast that 1980 will be a 
record year with orders sharply up 
for luxury cars, and swimming 
pool builders say they are 
beseiged by orders. 

The next budget, in March, is 
being eagerly awaited here. 

Economisis, stockbrokers and 
financial writers agree that 
Finance Minister Owen Horwood 
will probably cut personal and 
company taxes, increase pensions 
and child allowances and pump 
more funds into projects to help 
the blacks such as education, train- 
ing and housing. 

Mr. Horwood is being cautious 
because past experience has seen 
the gold price slump. He said 
‘recendy: “The higher gold price 
has extremely favourable impli- 
cations. provided that financial 
discipline is maintained and gov- 
ernment spending kept under 
tight control.” 

Even taking a modest average 
calculation for the year of $560 an 
ounce for gold— far below its pre- 
sent level— South Africa would 
receive about $12 billion from its 
gold production. In 1979, South 
Africa earned $6.7 billion in fore- 
ign exchange from gold. 

South Africa's tax rate is 
already below ten per cent For 
most workers but rises sharply for 
the middle and upper-income 
earners and they can expect to 
benefit most. 

Company tax, lowered two per 
cent in last year's budget, is widely 
expected to come down another 
three per cent to 40 per cent. 

A surcharge on imports, also cut 
last year from 12.5 percent to 7.5 
per cent, looks likely to be 
scrapped altogether. 

Poorly-paid teachers and nurses 
can expect sizeable pay rises. 

Higher subsidies on food and 
transport for the poorly-paid 
black majority are also predicted, 
particularly as Mr. Horwood last 
September boosted the bread 
subsidy— a vital matter to the 
country's 18 million or so 
blacks— by $54 million to S138 
million a year. 

As well as the increase in the 
bread subsidy, S90 million of last 
vear' s extra income from gold was 


used to stabilise petrol prices and 
S66 million to subsidise the rail- 
way's. 

Mr. Horwood has also said he 
plans to boost the Si. 9 billion 
defence budget this year. 

Of course any new projeers will 
increase government spending, 
hence Mr. Horwoocfs warning. 
The caution is coupled with an 
expectation thar inflation will run 
at 15 percenter more throughout 
the year, up from the present offi- 
cial figure of 12 per cent. Some 
experts feel it will be sharply 
higher, given the flood of money 
coming into the country. 

Black joblessness is estimated 
to be approaching one million and 
an expanding economy is desp- 
erately needed for this problem to 
be tackled in any effective way. 

The increased revenues from 
gold have been timely for Prime 


Minister Pieter Botha in a number 
of ways. 

They have enabled the country 
to absorb the sharply increased, 
prices if must pay for oil on the 
expensive spot markets following 
the downfall of the Shah of Iran a 
year ago and the consequent loss 
of 90 percent of South Africa's oil 
supplies. 

In another area, the increased 
funds to be spent on black 
projects— however inadequate 
black leaders may charge they 
are— may satisfy some of the rising 
black aspirations spurred by Mr. 
Botha's hints of a better deal for 
blacks in South African society. 

Wages of black miners, many of 
them migrants from neighbouring 
stares such as Mozambique and 
Lesotho, will be reviewed in mid- 
year and strong pressure for large 
increases can be expected.

On a hot February day, a village 
meeting slowly assembled under 
the shade of a large gum tree. The 
place was Machakos. about fifty 
miles southeast of Nairobi. 

The participants included most 
of the elders of the community and 
the subject under discussion was 
the fact that over half of the chil- 
dren in the area were still suffering 
from malnutrition. 

The meeting had been called by 
the local chief at the request of 
UNICEF s Revy Tuluhungwa and 
began with the handing round of 
photographs showing first healthy 
children and then malnourished 
children. 

The women who were present 
quickly recognised, in the photo- 
graphs of malnourished children, 
familiar symptoms of kwashior- 
kor — a wasting disease caused by 
malnutrition and known locally a's 
rauimbo or “swelling''. But it 
appeared that none of the men 
knew about the disease. 

At this point, one of the most 
respected of the elders, a tall 
grey-haired fanner called Muinde 
who must now be seventy years 
old, stood up to speak. “As this is 
such an important question” he 
asked, “why hasn’t it been 
brought to the attention of the 
elders? If wild pigs root out or 
crops or if any calamity threatens, 
a meeting of the elders has to be 
called. When the issue at stake is. 


the lives of our children, the elders 
should be consulted.” 

That question was the begin- 
ning of a steep decline in the rate 
of child malnutrition over the four 
villages of the Machakos district. 

In the discussion which fol- 
lowed. one issue was raised again 
and again. In most households, it 
was the men and the husbands 
who had the final say on what the 
children had to eat. Yet the nut- 
ritional education meetings, which 
had been going on in Machakos 
for years, were always held in the 
maternal and child heath (MCH) 
clinics. 

“That excludes us automati- 
cally" said one of the men. “We 
don't get pregnant and we don’t 
breast-feed so why should we go 
to the MCH clinics?” 

Muinde then proposed action. 
“Let’s move nutritional edu- 
cational out of the MCH clinics 
and let’s all of us get involved” he 
argued. 

Drawing attention to the 
number of intelligent secondary 
school leavers in the community, 
he suggested that one young man 
and one young woman from each 
village should be trained as nut- 
rition educators. “Then let them 
give nutrition talks and demon- 
strations at some spot at each vil- 
lage where both men and women 
can attend.” 

Revy Tuluhungwa, with the

Says Revy now. “The results 
were so good that they surprised 
us. We took a young man and a 
woman’s group leader from each 
village and trained them to give 
simple demonstrations based on 
locally available food brought to 
the demonstrations by the people 
themselves. We didn’t bother 
much with theories of different 
kinds of food and proteins and 
amino-acids and things. The mes- 
sage woujd be ‘Add an egg to the 
young child's maize porridge — if 
you don't have an egg, add some 
mashed beans.' The mixtures 
would then be passed round for 
people to taste and comment on. 

“We monitored the programme 
carefully in the four villages for 
eighteen months. And at the end 
of that time we did a survey and 
discovered that the rate of young 
child malnutrition in these four vil- 
lages had dropped from 55 per 
cent to 39 per cent. In other parts 
of th district the rate had risen.” 

In Kenya, only just over one 
third of the girls and just over one 
hajf of the boys are of normal 
height and weight for their ages. 
And in the developing world as a 
whole, according to UNICEFs 
latest report on “The Situation of 
Children in the Developing 
World", an estimated ten million 
young children are in the grip of 
severe protein-energy- 
• malnutrition and a further 200 
million are inadequately fed. 

In the Machakos district, a 
dramatic improvement in nut- 
ritional levels has been achieved in 
a short space of rime without mas-
